versal extension of the system and a 
general reduction in parcel rates. 


Burleson's Prediction. 
“It la my expectation and belief,” 
declared the postm aster general, “that 
eventually—and It may la* fifteen or 
twenty years—the postal service will 
handle practically all of the small 
package transportation business hi th* 
United States. 
The maximum weight 
limit, extended now from eleven to 
twenty pounds, I expect to see In­ 
creased to IOO jtounds, and experience- 
may dem onstrate the practicability of 
handling the parcel business at even 
lower rates than we now propose. 
"In the making of extensions ani) 
reductions of rates it is necessary for 
us to proceed with caution, so as to 
afford ample opportunity to prepare 
for the Increased business. 
For th at 
reason we have made the changes pro­ 
posed apply <>uly to the first and sec­ 
ond zones. 
I appreciate fully the sen 
tlm eut for na increase In the weight 
lim it and a reduction in rates to all 
sones, but It is n**<*ef*sary for us. In a 
sense. ?.* feel our way.” 
Mr, Burleson announced the changes 
as follows; 
“The first zone shall include the for 
ri tory within the local delivery of any 
Ollie**, and the fir® zone rate of postage* 
will apply to all parcel post mall de­ 
posited at any office for bu al delivery 
or for delivery by olty carrier or on 
rupil routes emanating from that post­ 
office.
